GOLD STATEMENT. 


Banks Exchanging c urrency in Large 
Amounts. 

Washington, November 19.—Gold was 
withdrawn at the New York subtreasury 
today jn exchange for currency by the 
following parties in the sums named: Third 
National bank, $1,000,000; Emerson & Turn- 
bull, $300,000; Central National bank, % 
000; Asiel & Co., $48,000; National Bank of 
the Republic, $100,000; total, $1,648,000. 

Corrected and official figures received at 
the treasury department show that the 
net loss of gold on Friday and Saturday 
by the treasury’ was $1,483,135, as follows: 
For United States notes, $1,468,581; treasury 
notes, $16,555. 

The treasury stated balance today is 
$101,162,000, of which $61,882,000 is in gold. 
This statement of the gold does not take 
in upwards of $2,000,000 of gold withdrawn at 
New York today and Saturday last, which 
~will mot begin to show in the treasury 
books until tomorrow. So far slightly over 
$3,000,000 in gold have been withdrawn at 
New York since NoVember 13th and $100,000 
at other points. Otherwise, except for the 
gold withdrawn to bid for bonds, the treas- 
ury has been gaining as it did before, from 
mintage and in the western subtreasuries. 


CONTESTS IN CAROLINA. 


Dr. Sampson tone Is Not the Only One 
Who Will Contest. 

Columbia, S. C., November 19.—(Special.)— 
The state board of canvassers has been 
holding short sessions daily since Friday, 
but has done nothing yet except to tabu- 
late the returns. This work is not entirely 
complete, as official returns are lacking 
from Greenville and Darlington counties. 
What is known to be the actual returns 
from those counties are included in the to- 
tals, but are not yet in the official count 


of-the board, 

On Wednesday the_board will hear ar-. 
gument on all contests. Dr. Sampson Pope 
will be present and personally and by at- 
torney make a protest against the counting 
of certain boxes. He will also ask for an 
investigation into the vote on the constitu- 
tional convention.

“The election frauds of 1892, by which the 
will of the people, ag expressed at the bal- 
lot box was set aside, was fully and freely 
discussed in that campaign. No one denied 
them 

“The almost universal’demand was that 
there should not be a repetition of the 
frauds of 1892, and if repeated, the people 
should not again submit: Every public 
speaker who advocated the reform cause, 
declared that the people should not again 
sulLmit to the establishment of a de facto 
State government as the result of fraudu- 
lent elections. This sentiment was well re- 
ceived in every part of the state, and the 
popular demand was that, if elected, I 
should be seated as governor. 

His Last Election Address. 

“A few days after the election I issued an 
address stating that I had been elected by 
the people to the office, with nomination for 
which they had honored me, Shortly after 
my address was issued, the state central 
campaign committee called a conference of 
the candidates on the state ticket nominat- 
ed by the Jeffersonian democrats and ,opu- 
lists. Prominent leaders of these two par- 
ties from different parts of the state met 
and consulted together. 

‘This conference met in the city of Bir- 
mingham and was well attendea by leading 
Jeffersonians and populists.

a convention of delegates fromthe several 
coluntios be held in the city of Montgomery 
on November 12, 1894. . It was also requested 
that W. H. Skaggs, chairman of the state 
campaign committee, complete the work 
of obtaining evidence as to frauds upon the 
ballot in the recent state election. 

Relies on the Recent Convention. 

“The convention, called as above stated, 
met in the city of Montgomery on Novem- 
ber 12th instant. It was largely attended 
by representative citizens from every part 
of the state. A committee was appointed 
to examine the further evidence there sub- 
‘mitted as to election frauds and to submit 
resolutions in this matter for the con- 
sideration of the convention. The report 
of this. committee and the action of the 
convention has been made known to the 
peop¥e of (Alabama through the public 
press. The convention of the people, in 
adopting the resolutions, Aeclared at the 
outset: 

‘““*That the state ticket nominated by the 
Jeffersonian democrats and populists and 
headed by Hon. R. F. Kolb was elected by 
the qualifial electors, who cast their votes 
at the election held in this state on the 
6th of August last; that the will of the 
people thus expressed in exercise of their 
inalienable rights under the law, has been 
set aside through the agency of election 
managers and county officials, aided and 
abetted by a corrupt judiciary which is a 
disgrace to our civilization, and protected 
by a de facto executive who has trampled 
under foot the law and destroyed in Ala- 
bama the form of republican institution. 

A Fling at the Democrats. 

“A. resolution was also passed by a 
unanimous vote of the convention demand- 
ing of the present legislature the passage 
of a contest law for state offices. The ma- 
jority now seated in the legislature will 
ignore that demand now, as they did in the 
legislature of 1892.

WHAT JONES SAYS. 


The Consequences wilt Be Upon the 
Heads of the Kelbites. 
Montgomery, Ala., November 19.—(Special) 
Kolb’s manifesto was issued late this af- 
ternoon at Birmingham. The following is 
a short interview with Governor Jones on 

the subject: 

Governor Jones, who wai F about to take 
the train for Mobile to take part in the 
ceremonies attending the reception of the 
cruiser Montgomery, was shown telegrams 
from Birmingham in reference to the Kolb 
manifesto. 

He declined at first to be interviewed, 
but when shown the dispatch wherein Kolb 
says that, by the grace of God, he will take 
his seat on December ist, the governor 
quietly remarked: ; 

“William C. Oates has been elected gov- 
ernor by ‘the fairly expressed will of a 
majority of the people of Alabama, and 
has been so declared by the general as- 
sembly, the only tribunal’ which has the 
right or authority, under the constitution, 
to declare the result. It is my duty to see 
that he be duly installed, and, by the grace 
of God, he will be. I do not anticipate that 
any number of men will be foolish enough 
to heed Kolb’s advice, but if they do, the 
consequences will be on their own heads.” 


NEW BILLS IN ALABAMA. 


Legislators a4 Keep Introducing 


Them Just as Georgians Do. 

Montgomery, Ala., November 19. (Special) 
The following were among the most impor- 
ant bills introduced into the assembly to- 
day: In the senate—A pill, by Mr. Hund- 
ley, to abolish the railroad commission of 
Alabama. I: is said this bill ‘will be passed 
by the senate. A bill to {reorporate the 
Alabama Attrrrni Associa#’® of the Agri- 
cultural and Mechenicalk céilege at Auburn. 
To establish a normal! school tor white male 
teachers at Troy. To make the stealing 
of a registered dog grand larceny. 

Senator Goodwyn moved to so amend the 
senate journal of Saturday as to show that 
Speaker Clark, in the joint session, had 
ruled first that no member had a right to 
file a written protest to the announcing 
of the vote; second, that ho member could 
appeal from the decision of the chair. The 
m.ction was referred to the judiciary com- 
mittee. 

The principal bills introduced in the house 
were as follows: 

Mr. Hearn—To ascertain the number of 
bales of cotton grown in Alabama. 

Mr. Burks—To prevent the sale of seed 
oats with which Johnson grass seed was 
mixed. 

Mr. Knight—To secure more competent 
jurors in Alabama. 

Mr. O’Brien—To require operators of coal 
mines who pay laborers by the -ton, to 
weigh coal carefully and credit miners hon- 
estly; also, to secure to laborers emplpoyed 
by mining, manufacturing or transporta- 
tion concerns priority over other creditors 
in case of insolvency. 

Mr. Ott—To require fire insurance com- 
panies to pay full face value of policies, 
where loss is total, unless policy is ob- 
tained by fraud. 

Mr. Whitten—To prevent farm laborers, 
who voluntarily enter into a contract for a 
year, from violating such contract. 

Mr. Sanford—To prohibit the baiting of 
a field for doves or partridges. 

Mr. Dale—To regulate guarantee ‘corpora 
tions.

POSITIVELY THE FAREWELL FUNERAL, 


The Last Act in the Installment 
Pian Burial Was Solemn. 


ALL EUROPE REPRESENTED THERE 


Wales Was Resplendent in Another New 
Unitorm—The New Czar Stood by 
the Casket—Great Crowds. 


St. Petersburg, November 19.—The entomb- 
ment of the remaing of the late czar, Alex- 
ander III, took place today in the cathe- 
dral of St. Peter and @t. Paul. 

A thick fog enveloped the city, but the 
populace was astir at the earliest possible 
hour, and at the same time the troops de- 
tatled to take part in the funeral ceremonies 
commenced moving towards the positions 
assigned to them. The cathedral was packed 
with distinguished persons, including rep- 
resentatives of all the imperial and royal 
families of Europe. 

The funeral services were conducted by 
the metropolitan of’ St. Petersburg and 
the metropolitan of Moscow. They began at 
10:30 o’clock. 

Prominent among the assembled thou- 
sands were the splendidly robed members 
of the holy synod, the metropolitans of St. 
Petersburg and Novgorod, the czar’s con- 
fessor, the clergy of St. Petersburg and 
vicinity and the court dignitaries, all robed 
in deep black. Besides these there were 
serried masses of officials, ministers, field 
marshals, generals, admirals, secretaries 
of state, etc., all in full uniform and dis- 
playing many decorations; the czZarina’s 
suite, the members of the state council, 
the members of the senate and all the 
foreign ambassadors, including Mr. C. R. 
Breckinridge, ambassador of the United 
States. 

The signal for the services to begin 
was the firing of three guns from the 
fortress. Just as the third gun was fired 
Emperor Nicholas If and the imperial fami- 
ly appeared at the west door of the cathe- 
dral, and, preceded by the metropolitan 
of St. Petersburg and the members of the 
holy synod, all of them magnificently roved 
in vestments of black and silver, passed 
through the body of the edifice towards the 
catafaique. The metropolitan of St. Peters- 
burg carried a great cruciix as the chief 
of the holy synod, and as the procession 
passed towards the catafalque, sprinkled 
holy water upon those about him, at the 
same time audibly repeating a prayer. 

After ‘the czar and the imperial family 
and the holy synod had taken their places, 
the metropolitan and the clergy sianding 
in a semi-circle around the head of the 
coffin, the metropolitan began the mortuary 
mass, which, with ihe exception of the 
elaborate music* ang the general splendor 
of the occasion, was the same as the service 
for the dead, which is said for any other 
faithful member of the orthodox church. 

Thousands of Tapers. 

At noon theatr inside the church was 
heavy with incense and the dim light was 
Starred with thousands of tapers, each 
mourner and visitor holding one. The first 
taper was lighted by the czar. When the 
other tapers were lighted it was a scene 
of the rarest beauty, the sanctuary and the 
body of the edifice sparkling as though 
jeweled with emeralds, sapphries, opals, 
eic. All present were standing, the czar 
with the imperial family and the visiting 
royalties on the right side of the coffin. 
The czarina, pale and fragile, and looking 
much aifected, stood by the side of the czar. 
With these were the princess of Wales, 
the duchess of Coburg, King Christian of 
Denmark, the prince of Wales, in the blue, 
orange and gold uniform of the new Russian 
dragoons; the duke of York, the duke of 
Coburg, a number of naval officers and the 
ambassadors with their suites. On the left 
of the coffin were a number of clergymen 
and in front a number of military and other 
dignitaries. Behind the altar all the availa- 
ble space was crowded, two persons being 
crowded into the space that should be oc- 
cupied by one. A large number of Russian 
generals were grouped in the fortress.-yard, 
there being no room for them within the 
cathedral. 

The harmony of the male choir, which 
Sang without instrumental accompaniment, 
Was perfect. Their voices were of marvel- 
cus richness and purity, and the eifect 
throughout the solemn service was deepiy 
impressive. 

The Special Service. 

After the general mass for the dead with 
its elabcrate ceremony, the special service 
for a dead czar was begun. ‘fhe service 
began with a brief prayer, after which 
psalm 91 was sung by an unseen male choir. 
Then followed the sing of psalm 119, which 
was divided into three sections with an an- 
them after each part. The first anthem 
was the “Gloria Alleluia,” the second “‘Have 
Mercy Upon My Soul,” and the third 
“Blessed Art Thou, O, Lord, Teach Me 
Thy Judgments.”’ 

At the end of the second section, béfure 
the anthem, was the prayer “God of all 
spirits and all flesh, who has destroyed 
death, trodden down Satan and given hope 
in Thy word, grant, O Lord, that the soul 
of Thy servant, our emperor, rest in happy, 
pleasant and peaceful places from. which 
grief and sighing shall flee away. Forgive, 
O, Lord, the sins he hath committed in 
thought, word and deed, for there is not a 
man who liveth that sinneth not. Thou 
only art without sin. Thy righteousness is 
everlasting righteousness, and Thy word is 
truth.”’ 
Six litanies were then sung by the met- 
ropolitan and the choir, each one having the 
refrain, ‘‘Lord, Teach Me Thy Judgements.” 
A beautifully rendered “Gloria in 
Excelsis Dei” followed the litan- 
ies, which was succeeded by an 
intonation by the metropolitan, ‘Lord, 
make Thy servant rest with the righteous 
and cause him to dwell in Thy court, as 
it is written, mercifully forgive his sins, 
voluntary and involuntary, and all offences, 
knowingly and unknowingly committed, O, 
Thou lover of mankind.”’ 
“The Miserere” and Psalm 61 followed this, 
and then the acrostic canon, a mystical] 
composition by Thophranes, a priest of the 
early church, was pronounced. After this 
came six hymns and an intonation: “Ail 
is vanity, life is a shadow and a dream, 
every earth-born creature, disquieteth him- 
self in vain, as it ig written when we have 
heaped up riches in the woftld we lie down 
in the grave where kings and beggars sl-ep 
together. Therefore, Christ, our Lord, as 
the lover of mafikind, give repose :» the 
soul of Thy departed servant.” 

In the Vaglit. 
The grand dukes then lifted the coffin 
to their shoulders and bore it to the en- 
trance to the imperial vault, which opened 
in the pavement, and a moment later the 
mortal remains of Alexander III were 
lowered into the resting place of his im- 
ancestors. 
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At the moment the coffin was lowered a 


All That Is Mortal of Alexander III Laid 
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and took a handful of earth which he 
scattered upon the easket. As the body 
was lowered and placed by the side of the 
coffin of the mother of the dead czar the 
metropolitan recited the last prayer for 
the dead, adding: 

“We do our last duties to an ever-remem- 
bered and gilortous ruler of all the Rus- 
sias, Alexander III.” 

All of the members of the imperial family 
then: filed slowly past the vault, followed by 
all of the persons who had been in the 
cathedral and the obsequies of Alexander 
IiI were over. The interest of the great 


‘ under strict injunction never to allow one 


assemblage throughout the proionged 
ritual never flagged. 

The scene then stiddenly changed. The 
troops stationed outside the cathedral fied 
three rounds of musketry and a salvo of 
cannon was fired from the fortress. At the 
first salvo of artillery the mourning flag, 
which had been flying at half mast from the 
fortress since the arrival of the czur’s body, 
was lowered and in its place appeared 
the imperial standard at full mast. 

The bands at ‘this writing—3:15 o'clock 
p. m.—are playing lively airs and marches, 
and the vast crowds which throng the 
streets are surging toward the winter 
palace. 

Everything within and without the ca- 
thedral passed off without untoward inci- 
dent. Numbers of people lingered inside 
the cathedral and many of the cyrious 
who had been unable to get in during the 
services were admitted thereafter and in- 
terested themselves in the decorations or 
congregated around the entrance to the 
vault to which the body of the cZar was 
consigned. a 

Candles Kept Lighted. 

The large candle which remains lighted 
at the head of the tomb ot the dead cZar’s 
father, Alexander II, and a smaller one 
at the foot of his coffin will now be ex- 
tinguished. These candles, which, by re- 
placing when necessary, nave been burn- 
ing constantly since the burial of Alexander 
II, will now be transierred to the head 
and foot of the tomb of Alexander ILI, there 
to remain relighted until the next czar is 
lowered into the vault, when a similar 
change will be made. A guard of sacristans 
are always on duty at the tomb and keep 
the candles trimmed and lighted. They are 


of them to go out. 

The imperial family and the royal guests 
all returned to the winter palace after the 
funeral. The imperial! insignia, which 
formed a conspicuous part of the public 
processions here and in Moscow, and which 
were also placed in prominent positions 
in the cathedral, were conveyed back to the 
winter palace after the funeral under 
strong military escort. They are now dis- 
played at the palace, but later will be re- 
wiaced in the imperial treasury, ‘from 
which they were removed for the occasion. 
The tomb of the czars will be immediately 
covered with a white marble block four 
feet high and oblong shape. When this 
work is completed the tomb will be guarded 
night and day by a detachment of the 
imperial guards. 

Scenes Around the Fortress. 

London, November 19.—The Standard's 
correspondent in §$t. Petersburg gives a 
vivid description of the scenes around the 
fortress during the last few days. He 
Says: 

“On Sunday afternoon the streets and 
squares presented the appearance of a vast 
camp. On the day of the arrival of the 
coffin, order was kept by mounted gen- 
darmes, but that duty was now undertaken 
‘by Cossacks, who, with knouts and the 
merciless heels of their wild horses, kept 
the roadways. clear for carriages, regards 
less of the limbs and Myes of the people. 
From the fortress gate for more than a 
mile in all directions stretched a seething, 
struggling, suffocating mass of human be- 
ings, whom even the Cossacks were unable 
to keep back. Then fire engines were 
brought into play; their hose was dipped 
into the Neva and a powerful jet of water 
was turned against the mob, which scat- 
tered like chaff, only to be forced back by 
the pressure behind. The Cossacks struck 
the people across their faces with great 
whips. In the scrimmage one man was kill- 
ed by a kick, and a boy was suffocated. 

How a Petition Was Presented. 


“Having with some difficulty fought my 
way out, I went to the Mitansky bridge 
near the bourse. Upon. my right, in the 
front rank of the spectators, stood a man 
of about forty-five years, dressed as a peas- 
ant and wearing a iong beard. At a quar- 
ter before 2% o’clock a closed state carriage 
passed, immediately fqllowed by the Czar 
Nicholas and the Grafid Duke Michael in 
an open victoria. AS they passed at a 
gentie trot, the man above mentioned, with 
a couple of bounds, sprung into the road 
ani, thrusting one hand under the breast 
of his coat, withdrew a packet, which he 
threw at the czar, at whose feet it fell. 
The czar started hack, then coolly picked 
up the packet. The excitement of those 
standing near was at the highest point, 
everybudy believing that an attempt had 
been made upon the czar’s life. Instantly 
a dozen bystanders seized the offender, 
and he was hustled off by gendarmes to 
the guardhouse. The entire occurrence oc- 
cupied less time than it takes to tell it. 
The czar’s carriage drove on amid the 
murmurs ofe the crowd. Subsequently it 
was announced that ihe packet contained 
a petition and that the czar had accepted 
the petition.. Whether it was an ordinary 
petition is open to some doubt, the extra- 
ordinary coolness and adroitness of the 
man having raised a suspicion that his 
peasant’s dress w2s a disguise. Although 
many persons witnessed the occurrence, 
there is not a word about it in any of the

HE EXONERATES THE MANAGERS 


A Lecture to the Populist Leader on Stir 
ring Up Hard Feelings Between the 
Country and City. 
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Augusta, Ga., November 19.—(Special.)— 
Major J. C. C. Bleak, democratic congress- 
mran-elect from this district, has written a 
reply to Hon. Tom Watson's proposition 
that something be done te purge the ballot 
box in this district. 

Mr. Watson proposed that a commission 
be appointed, two by himself, two’by Major 
Black, these to select a fifth. Mr. Watson 
suggested that these gentlemen examine 
the ballots cast on November 6th and decide 
upon who was elected: Mr. Watson said 
that he was willing to abide by the result 
and if it was found that he was not elected 
he would never again be a candidate for . 
congress in this district. 

Major Biack replied saying that he wish. 
ed to consult with some friends before giv- 
ing a tinal answer. Now he publishes this 
answer. In it he says: 

“I intimated in my provisional answer 
the opinion tha. Mr. Watsons’ proposition 
could not possibly be carried into opera. 
tion. If called upon to make a final answer 
at once I should, at-that time, without hes- 
itation, ‘have declined Mr. Watson's propo- 
siton for the reasons hereinafter stated. 

But looking upon the subject as one in 

which my own interest was the least impor- 

tant of all the considerations involved, that 

the thing thus to be disposed of was not 

mine, except in a most insignificant degree, 

as compared to the rights of others, that it 

belonged to the people of the district and 

was in my handg to be used for them only, 

I was unwilling to depart from the beaten 

path marked out for one in my situation al 
without as full conference with those whom 
“I represent as circumstances would permit. 

Not His Private Property. 

“In a word, I do not occupy the relation 
to the democratic party of the district which 
Mr. Watson seems to hold to the populist 
party. I.pave never, in any way, received 
from the democrats of this district the right 
to treat a high office to which they elected 
me as if it were my private property. Hence 
my desire for a conference in which, as far 
as circumstances would permit the views 
and wishes of that party should be ex- 
pressed The necessity of assembling friends 
from country counties and the temporary 
absence from Richmond county of advisors 
who reside here, have postponed the desired 
conference until now. In that conference 
the decision was reached promptly and 
unanimously that Mr. Watson’s proposition 
was wholly impracticable. It hardly seems 
necessary to set out the reasons why it ts 
.-so, but it is possible. there may -be-some-«. 
persons who may, through thoughtiessess, 
bbe impresséd by the fatr™surfmee~ of the 
proposition. 

The decision to decline Mr. Watson's 
proposition, which decision seemed necessa- 
ry as soon as I read it, has been confirmed 
by reflection and hag been ratified by the 
conference above referred to. But I am in 
hearty accord with Mr. Watson in his mo- 
tive for making the proposition—for the 
purpose of putting an end to the terrible 
state of affairs in the tenth district. 

Biack Commends Watson’s Purpose. 

“His purpose is worthy of all commenda~ 
tion, but the method by which he proposed 
to attain it is absolutely impracticable. I 
am in no way or degree responsible for this 
‘terrible state of affairs,’ for If have 
preached no gospel of bitterness. I have ap- 
pealed to no prejudice. I have not sought to 
array the country against the town. I 
have not taught that there was natural hos- 
tility between one set of citizens engaged 
in one pursuit and others engaged in an- 
other. I have not persuaded one clase that 
they are victims of another, anj lashed 
them into frenzy at the thought. I have 
not sought to combine the rich against the 
poor or the poor against the rich. 1 have 
not conjured up visions 0° impossible wealth 
end prosperity and earthly happiness, anc 
maddened the believers in such dreams 
against their fellow citizens as conspira- 
tors keeping them out of these utopias— 
these elysian fields. 

“While my skirts are clean and my con- 
science clear of any participations in divid- 
ing the district into two hostile camps and 
bringing about the ‘terrible state of affairs,”’ 
I recognize with sorrow and distresg its 
existence. In my provisional angwer to 
Mr. Watson's proposition, I said: ‘No one 
surpasses me in my desire to restore good 
feeling among the people of this district.’ 
I repeat it. I emphasize it. Would to God 
that we could return to the better times 
that we have known. 

“As there is no turning back in this world, 
would that we could pass on from these 
unhappy times when there is bloodshed at 
the polls, when there is danger of strife 
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Criminals to Be Pardoned. 


The Standard’s St. Petersburg correspond- 
ent says:

Watson’s Plan Impracticable, 

“But, as I have said, let it be conceded 
for sake of argument, that the election 
is shrouded in a doubt. It is rf~st desira- 
ble to settle that doubt. Mr. Watson has 
Proposed one method of settling it; that 
method is wholly and hopelessly imprac- 
ticable. Two other methods remain. The 
first is to let the machinery, which the law 
has provided for such cases, be put in mo- 
tion and grind out the result. In other 
‘words, there can be a contest under the 
law, such as took place two years ago. 
This course is tedious. It is as subversive 
of peace and harmony as any other in- 
fluences distracting the district. It is a 
contention as bitter as that of an election 
and may be, under the law, and probably 
would be, protracted ninety days in its 
first stage. It would then be before the 
congress which assembles in December, 
1895, but will not get down to work before 
January, 18%. It would then await the 
pleasure of a republican house. | 

“Does Mr. Watson prefer that forum for 
the trial of the Case to that of the people 
of the tenth district, especially when it is 
Probable that his fullest measure of suc- 
cess, if any, would be, after all, an order 
for a new election? If he prefers that fo- 
rum, of course he can have it; for I have, 
in order to bring about that result, only to 
remain in the position where the law places 
me. This, of course, I shall and must do, 
unless Mr. Watson accedes to the proposi- 
tion which, in the spirit of harmony and de- 
sire to restore peace and good feeling in 
the district, I hereby make and which is 
unanimously approved by the conference 
referred to. 

Will Run Again. 

“I will take my commission as a member 
of the fifty-fourth congress. But I will re- 
Sign it, the resignation to take effect March 
4, 189%, whenever Mr. Watson will agree, 
within the time allowed by law for notice 
of contest, to refer the matter back to the 
people to determine by a new election who 
Shall represent them in the fifty-fourth con- 
@ress. I name that date, to-wit: March 4, 
1895, for three reasons: 1. My term would 
not commence till then; 2. It is desirable to 
postpone a new election as long as possible 
to let feeling subside and in view of a mu- 
nicipal election in Augusta in December and 
of county elections all over the district in 
January; 3. It is probable that by that date 
a new and more satisfactory election law 
than the present may be enacted.

McAULIFFE BROKE HIS HAND, 


And the Crowd on Coney Island Were 
Disappointed. 

Atlantic Athletic Club, Coney Island, N. 
Y., November 19.—Fully 3,000 spectators 
were assembled at the Sea Beach Palace 
hall tonight to witness the boxing enter- 
tainment given under the auspices of the 
Atlantic Athletic Club. There were many 
Philadelphians present, who made their 
presence known by the hearty cheers which 
they gave their favorites. 

The preliminary bouts, ten rounds each, 
were contested by Jerry Barnett, of New 
York, and Billy Murphy, of Australia, at 
120 pounds, and by John Gorman and Paddy 
McBride, at 128 pounds. 

The final bout of the evening, and one 
which has attracted much attention, was 
between Jack McAuliffe, light weight 
champion of the world, and Owen Zeigler, 
of Philadelphia, who but recently graduated 
from the ranks of the amateurs. He is 
credited with being an exceedingly clever 
man, a hard hitter, and, as many sports 
believe (McAuliffe’s star is on the wane, he 
was believed to have a chance to take the 
champion’s measure. John Eckhardt, the 
well-known sporting writer, acted as 
referee. 

It was McAuliffe’s first appearance in a 
boxing bout since his questionable contest 
with young Griffo before the Seaside Ath- 
letic Club, when he got the decision, but 
the entire assemblage were of the opinion 
that it should have been given to Griffo. 

Zeigler was the first to enter the ring. 
McAuliffe was not over a minute later, and 
when he made his appearance he was 
heartily applauded. The men did not weigh 
in, but 4eigler said he weighed 132, while 
it is said McAuliffe weighed 138. McAuliffe 
looked to be in the pink of condition. 

Round 1—McAuliffe led and landed twice 
in succession on Zeigler’s face and followed 
it up with his right. Zeigler landed heavi- 
ly with his right and the men clinched. 
McAuliffe rushed and planted left and right 
in succession. Zeigler then sent in his left 
heavily on Mac’s face and got a smash on 
the wind in return. Mac rushed his man 
around the ring and a heavy exchange fol- 


lowed in which Mac had decidedly the best | 


of the round. 

Round 2—In the second round Zeigler was 
the aggressor and he landed his left full on 
McAuliffe’s nose. McAuliffe resorted to 
rushing, but it had little effect upon his 
opponent. Zeigler was full of vim and he 
fought back at Mac in a manner that sur- 
prised the champion. It was a case of give 
and take, and it was a question as to which 
man had the best of it. . 

Round 3.—Mac led and landed heavily on 
Zeigler’s nose and soon had him bleeding. 
A suceession of savage exchanges followed 


and then Zeigler rushed Mac across the 


ring, punching him savagely. The men ap- 


peared to be tired by their exertions and 


both clinched to avoid punishment. Zeigler 
and Mac were bleeding profusely, and it 
was evident that Mac was in distress. 

The excitement was intense, when. the 
referee suddenly stopped the fight at the 
command of the police. The audience was 
on its feet in a moment and a perfect pan- 
demonium reigned. The crowd was yelling 
for a decision, in which Zeigler’s name 
could be heard above the din. ‘The referee 
announced the bout a draw and in the same 
breath informed the crowd that McAuliffe 
had broken his left hand. The crowd went 
away very much disappointed.

WELCOMING THE MONTGOMERY. 


Ceremonies Yesterday at Mobile When 
the New Cruiser Arrived. 
Mobile, Ala., November 19.—The cruiser 
Montgomery, which arrived in the lower 
bay on Friday evening, was met this morn- 
ing by Secretary of the Navy Herbert, 
the mayor of Mobile and the committee rep- 
resenting this city and given an official 
welcome. Subsequent to this ceremony, the 
cruiser was escorted up the ship channel 
to this city and was saluted as she cast 

anchor at the wharf. 

Secretary Herbert, accompanied by Miss 
Herbert, arrived in the city this morning 
direct -from Washington. Both were ex- 
pected to go down to the lower bay on the 
United States revenue cutter Forward, but, 
owing to indisposition, Miss Herbert could 
not accompany the party. The cutter For- 
ward, which had been placed at the disposal 
of the committee by Secretary Carlisle, 
at the request of Collector King, left the 
wharf at 7:45 o’clock this morning, having 
on board Secretary Herbert, Congressman 
Clark, of Alabama; Congressman Meyer, 
of Louisiana. and a number of representa- 
tive Alabamians, besides a party of ladies 
and gentlemen of Mobile. Tne Montgomery 
was sighted at about 10:30 o’clock lying 
inside Fort Morgan. A half hour later the 
cutter Forward anchored a short distance 
from the cruiser, which then fired a salute 
of seventeen guns in honor of the gecre- 
tary of the navy. As soon as the cytter 
came to anchor Commander Davis and two 
officers put off from the cruiser and came 
on board the cutter and proceeded to 
where Secretary Herbert was standing, to 
whom Commander Davis paid his respects. 

The secretary replied by saying that he 
was glad to welcome the commander and 
his beautiful vessel in the waters of Al- 
abama. 

Following this ceremony Mayor Lavretta 
formally welcomed Commander Davis on be- 
half of the city of Mobile, the mayor hav- 
ing been formally visited last night by an 
officer of the Montgomery and officially 
notified of the arrival of the cruiser. €om- 
mander Davis was visibly affected by the 
warmth of the welcome extended him, and 
in his response said that he and his offi- 
cers appreciated the welcome and the 
manner of its expression and their pleasure 
in visiting Mobile exceeded even that which 
the Mobilians expressed in bidding them 
welcome. 

An invitation was then extended to Com- 
mander Davis and the officers of the cruiser 
to partake of a collation on board the 1eve- 
nue cutter. The invition was accepted, 
and in a few minutes the cruiser’ long boat 
brought the Montgomery’s officers along- 
side the Forward and shortly afterward 
they were partaking of a luncheon, in which 
Wines and appetizing dishes were artistical- 
ly intermingled. 

After Commander Davis had responded to 
a toast proposed by Secretary Herbert, Hon. 
E. L. Russell was called on to deliver the 
address of the occasion. Mr. RKussell’s 
reference in his address to the late Con- 
éressman Herndon brought forth a feeling 
response from Secretary Herbert. _ 

Shortly after the collation both vessels 
weighed anchor and started for the city, 
Which was reached at 4 o’clock, when the 
cruiser was saluted with seventeen guns, 
fired by Battery A, Alabama state ar- 
tillery, which was responded to by the 
cruiser. In the meantime citizens of every 
walk in life had fiocked to the river front 
and crowded the wharves and every other 
place of vantage to see the cruiser. 

Tomorrow Secretary Herbert will hold a 
reception at the Battle house. The city 
Oflicials and committees- of the city of 
Montgomery will arrive in the morning 
and will be formally received at the munic- 
ipai buildings. 

At 2:30 o’clock the Montgomery repre- 
sentatives will go on board the cruiser to 
present the silver service as a testimonial 
of the honor dene Montgomery in naming 
the cruiser after that city. 

Tomorrow night Secretary Herbert will 
be entertained at the armory hall by the 
confederate veterans, after which the gen- 
tlemen from Montgomery will entertain the 
officers of the cruiser at a banquet. At night 
Miss Herbert and the ladies of Montgomery 
will receive at the Battle house.

OPPOSITION FOR MORGAN. 


The Senator, However, Is Sure of Re« 
Election by the Democrats. 

Montgomery, Ala., November 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It looks tonight as though the anti- 
Morgan democrats in the democratic joint 
caucus, to be held“tomorrow night to nomi- 
nate a candidate for senator, will put sev- 
eral victims in nomination in order to test 
their strength and give them an opportunity 
to declare against Senator Morgan. Con- 
gressman Clark and Secretary of the Navy 
Herbert, both of whom thave been regarded 
as probable contestants for the seat of the 
senior senator, are in the city, but it is not 
believed that either of these gentigmen will 
allow his name to go before the caucus. The 
name of Hon. J. D. Roquemore, of this 
city, may be put in nomination. Senator 
Morgan’s friends confidently believe he is 
safe, however, by a good majority over any- 
body. Of the twenty-four democratic sena- 
tors twenty-three are for him. 

Populists Will Pat Up a Man. 

It develops. tonight that the popu- 
list caucus of the general assembly will 
nominate: W. §. Reese, Sr., formerly a 
democratic mayor of this city, but recently 
a prominent populist, to succeed General 
John T, Morgan in the federal senate. Mor.- 
gan will be the nominee of the democratic 
members in caucus. The vote in the joint 
assembly session will stand about 88 to 47 
in favor of the democratic nom- 
inee. The populists, however, will 
appeal the matter to the federal con- 
gress on a protest, alleging fraud in the 
election of all the democratic members 
from the black counties. They claim that 
if this proposition is sustained they will 
be able to prove a majority for Reese of the 
members from the white counties and se- 
cure the seat in the senate for Heese. Mor- 
gan feels no apprehension ag to the result 
of the contest. 


Must Hold a Special Term.

ITS SIDETRACKS IN GREAT DEMAND 


Wilh It Withdraw Certain Privileges from 
the Other Roads of Atianta—Other 
News of the Railways. 


Will there be free delivery of freights in 
Atlanta? 

The question is beginning to awaken con- 
sideration from the railroad authorities 
here. 

It ig well known that the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railroad has the sit- 
vation in its own hands, since, by virtue 
of its lease of the Wesetrn and Atlantic rail- 
road, it has control of the terminal facili- 
ties of Atlanta that are absolutely neces- 
sary to the perfect adjustment of the lo- 
cal freight question. 

Several times the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
ga and St. Louis railroad has closed down 
on the other roads of the city and refused 
to allow them to use the terminal tracks 
under its control. This has always result- 
ed in the adoption of a free delivery sys- 
tem on the part of the other railroads, 
which, of course, forced the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis to adopt the 
same plan. 

Just after the reorganization of the South- 
ern railway the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis once more gave notice that 
it would not allow the reads entering At- 
lanta to use its sidetracks and terminal 
facilities here on the same terms it had 
allowed all along. This once again threw 
the managers of the roads into contempla- 
tion of the situation. They began to think 
what they could do in the way of shifting 
freight cars in Atlanta from place to place 
without the assistance of the Western and 
Atlantic tracks, 

It was pretty soon found that very lit- 
tle could be done in this direction. The 
Western and Atlantic, which is the proper- 
ty of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis, holds the key to the situation. ‘Tie 
railroads have all realized this on more 
occasions than one. The Western and At- 
lantic has the sidetracks that lead right 
into the heart of the city, and these are 
the sidetracks that are desired by all the 
roads. Without them the freight cars load- 
ed with products of the west and the gen- 
eral merchandise of the east cannot be 
shifted to the proper place for delivery. 

In this way the roads determined to make 
an effort to get the management of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis to 
rescind the announcement that it would 
refuse to allow the other roads the use of 
its Atlanta terminals. The conference was 
held at the time of the hold- 
ing of the last regular meeting 
of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
Ship Association. The Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis people with reason- 
able conciliation decided to withdraw their 
announcement until the Ist of January. In 
this way the other roads came to withdraw 
their annduncement that free delivery of 
freights would be allowed in this city. 

So long as the other roads can get the 
use of the Western and Atlantic sidetracks 
they are not forced to give free delivery to 
the shippers and jobbers of the city. When- 
ever these advantages are taken from the 
roads they find that their freight can come 
no nearer to the Atlanta merchant than 
their own respective depots, most of which 
are located on the outskirts of the town, 
and this inconvenience has a tendency to 
lead the merchants to have their freights 
routed by the roads that have the sidetracks 
that bring the freight nearer to them. To 
offset this, the roads at disadvantage offer 
free delivery of freight to hold their parton- 


age. 

While the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis decidéd not to shut the other 
roads entering Atlanta out of the use of 
its sidetracks for a time, there was a speci. 
ficatiow as to time. It was only to hold 
good until the ist of January. 

If signs cetnt for anything the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis will not 
be willing to allow the truce to run any 
longer than that time. The Southern will, 
by that time, have charge of every road 
entering Atlanta that competes with the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis in 
any way, and it is hardly probable that 
the same willingness to favor the roads of 
Atlanta will exist with the men who man- 
age the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis property: 

This will mean free delivery. 

There ig a great deal of interest in the 
Situation among the local railroad men of 
the city. It i8 believed that the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis will refuse to 
allow the Southern the use of its terminal 
facilities as soon as the agreement ex- 
pires. This will bring about a different 
state of affairs.

MUST GET BACK. 


Justices of the Peace Must Stick to 
Their Bailiwicks. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., November 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Chancellor McConnell this morning 
decided that justices of the peace have no 
right to open an office for the transaction 
of business in any other distict than the 
one in which they are elected. His opinion 
is forcible and clear. Some of the most 
learned men of the Chattanooga bar stat- 
ed this morning that they believed the su- 
preme court would concur in the Ccetailed 
opinion of the chancellor. 
An injunction will be at once issued 
against all of the magistrates doing busi- 
ness in the city except those who are duly 
elected from this, the fourteenth dise 
district. These gentlemen are Esquires 
Jesse T. Hill, W. M. Poe, Mfiton Russell 
and J. A. Holtzclaw, and, according to the 
chancellor’s holding, they alone are entitled 
to have offices and do business in the city. 
This decision will cause a decided thin- 
ning out of justices in Chattanooga, and 
more especially on Seventh street or “‘Jus- 
tice Row,” as it is designated. Doing bus- 
iness on this street now from the outside 
districts are: Esquires John H. Springfield, 


| James Seagle, Thomas Cowart, J. H. Ho- 


gan and Robert Wallace. There are also a 
number of other justices from the country 
scattered about the city who will have to 
move back to their districts. 

The thinning out of the justices will prob- 
ably have more to do with doing away 
with malicious and frivolous prosecutions 
than any other one thing, and, as such, will 
be welcomed by the people of Chattanooga, 
who have become disgusted with such prac.

ITALY SHAKING AGAIN. 


Several More Shocks of Earthquake. 
A Village Nearly Destroyed. 
Rome, November 19.—Dispatches from 
the earthquake-shaken province of Reggio 
di Calabria, Italy, say that more slight 
shocks were felt in that district yester- 
fay and last evening. Although no fur- 
ther damage was done the inhabitants con- 
tinue terror-stricken, and numbers of peo- 
ple are fleeing from the towns into the 
country. Thirteen persons were killed and 
over fifty injured at the village of Semi- 

nara. This village is nearly destroyed. 

At Palmi, where nearly all ‘tthe houses 
are ruined, seven persons were killed and 
fifty injured. Numbers of houses at Maloe- 
chio and Terraneuito were damaged. Al- 
though nobody was killed or injured at 
those places, their populations are camp- 
ing out in the fleids. The troops in the 
province of Reggio di Calabria are render- 
ing all the assistance possible to the en- 
dangered inhabitants. 1 

Two violent shocks of earthquake were 
felt last evening at Milazzo, on the nerth 
coast of the island of Sicily. The terrified 
inhabitants fled from the town and spent 
the night in the open air.

A synopsis of the book has been publish- 
ed. Extraets are here given, which will 
show the startling nature of the prosessor’s 
essertions:

“The virgin conception of Jesus as an- 
nounced by the archangel is not to be in- 
terpreted as if it were a miracle, in viola- 
tion of the laws of nature; but rather as 
brought. about by God himself present in 
theophany. The words of the angel imply 
a theophanic presence, though it might be 
| Urged that the coming of the spirit upon 
her was an tnvisible coming after the anal- 
ogy of many passages of the Old Testa- 
ment, vet the paralicl stateraent that the 
divine power overshadowed her cannot be 
so interpreted. 
‘This annunciation represents the concep- 
tion of Jesus as due to a theophany. It 
does not rotate the doctrine of His pre-ex- 
istence; although that doctrine is a lezgiti- 
mate inference. It represents an early 
stage of New Testament Christology. It 
does not go a step beyond the Paulism of 
the Epistle to the Corinthians. It implies 
nothing more than the sending in birih 
taught by the Epistle to the Gallatians and 
to the Romans. It is really a more primi- 
tive and more simpie Christological con- 
ception.’’ 
: Second Advent of Christ. 
Dr. Briggs makes a special study af the 
second advent of Christ. He says: 
“The hour of the resurrection is coming 
It cannot be said of it that ‘it now is’ or 
that it is at hand. We have, however, a 
prediction of three resurrections, the first 
spiritual, the last universal; the intermedi- 
ate one distinct from the first and the last, 
and impending, being connected with the 
resurrection of the Missiah Himself. 
“Christ first predicts the impartation of 
everlasting life to all who hear the word 
of the Messiah and believe in God. All such 
have passed cut of death into life. They 
will no more die. They will not come into 
judgment... This is a spiritual resurrection 
imparted by the word of the Messiah to all 
believers during the physical life in this 
world. 
“It is also predicted that the hour is com- 
ing and now is when the dead will hear 
the quickening voice of the Son of God 
and live. The hour coming points to the 
future, and, therefore, indicates a different 
resurrection from the spiritual resurrection 
of the previous section, which was already 
enjoyed by all who heard the Messiah’s 
word and believed. Christ also predicts a uni- 
versa! resurrection of the dead at the ulti- 
mate judgment, in which some will rise to 
life and others to condenination,” 
Rothschild’s Power. 
“Tt is a wonder to me,” said a promi- 
nent member of the stock exchange this 
morning, ‘“‘that the president of the Unit- 
ed States should undertake to arbitrate be- 
tween Japan and China.

Reason: The Rothschilds concluded that 
it was necessary to stir up the dragon, use 
some mild pressure as it were. 
‘Do you mean to suggest that the Roths. 
childs influence Rosebery’s policy?” I asked. 
“My dear boy,” was answered, “‘blood is 
thicker than water, and money more pow- 
erful than both. Unless the son-in-law, 
premier kicks his father-in-law, Rothschild, 
down stairs, figuratively speaking, the fath- 
er-in-law will find out more or less about 
the premier’s political intentions. And that 
is enough for a man of Alfred de Roths- 
child’s shrewdness. He has no need of 
reading the entire weather report to know 
whence the wind Rows.” 


Local Political Gossip. 


Assistant Counsel Moss, of the senate 
investigating committee, does not weaken 
in his fight on Superintendent Byrnes in 
the face of the mild rebuke administered 
by Senator Lexow. He talked some more 
on the subject this afternoon, saying, among 
other things: ‘‘Superintendent Byrnes has 
not assisted as we think he should have 
done in the police investigation which has 
been going on in this city for the past two 
years, and will come to a climax in Decem- 
ber.

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: The Bond Business. 
The bond business moves along swim- 
ly. There is a snug, cozy feeling 
in Wall street such as men experience 
when they have done a good stroke of 
ness without the expenditure of 
Much labor, time, money or thought. 
The big bankers shake hands with ex- 
‘cessive cordiality when they meet, or 
p each other on the back and laugh 
ton at something or other that is 
in their minds. 
' They have won a great victory and 
they are proud of it. To be sure, it was 
mot a hard victory to win. They scarce- 
ly lifted their hands. The scheme was 
prepared for them. They had only 
raise their eyebrows, and the treas- 
ury doors were flung open to them. They 
had only to wiggle their thumbs over 
a bundle of treasury notes and the gold 
feserve was poured into their laps. 

Did they. want bonds? They hagl 
only to draw enough gold out of the 
treasury to create a feeling of alarm in. 
Mr. Cleveland’s otherwise courageous 
bosom. Was there some hesitation on 
the part of Mr. Carlisle? It was purely 
‘Pickwickian—intended for publication 
as it were. All that was necessary to 
Overcome Mr. Carlisle’s humorous op- 
position was to send Brer Benedict to 
gee the president, to return an official 
handkerchief that had been left in the 
Sumptuous saloon of the yacht Oneida. 
(A frown from Mr. Cleveland proved to 
Mr. Carlisle that the bond issue was 
mecessary—an “imperative duty” in 
fact. The cabinet having been “con- 
®ecrated” by the president to carry out 
“imperative duties,” Mr. Carlisle was 
not the man to offer “sinister objec- 
tions” to a measure so dear to the pa- 
triots of Wall street. 

It is natural, therefore, that the great 
bankers should puff out their cheeks 
and punch one another in the short ribs 
when they meet. They will be able to 
invest their idle funds at a high rate 
of interest, and isn’t this what funds are 
for? Why should the bankers be anx- 
fous for a revival of business so long as 
the depression enables them to control 
the financial situation absolutely? Are 
they in business for the benefit of the 
public or for their own profit? Do they 
manipulate funds in order to improve 
their physical health? 

_ The beauty about the bond issue from 
he view point of Wall street financiers 
} that it discounts all the accommoda- 
tion that they have ever had before. Is 
it to be expected that they will inquire 
too closely whether this wholesale rob- 
ry of the people is a good thing for 
the welfare of the country? The fact is, 
they are looking out for themselves, 
and they expect the people to look after 
their own interests. There is no flaw 
in this reasoning. If the people want 
to go into the business of hero worship 

d close their eyes in an ecstasy of 
adulation while their taxes are increased 
and their prosperity is wrecked, we do 

ot see how the bankers can be ex- 
pected to be particularly anxious about

, And yet, after all, there is one fly in 
the ointment. It is a mighty little one, 
ut it seems to flavor the whole affair.

Alas! let us not 
inquire too closely into the business that 
is now going forward. Let us rather 
draw the veil, as it were, over the trans- 
action and permit the bankers who are 
wrecking the treasury at the invitation 
of Mr. Cleveland to enjoy their spoils. 

By referring to the facts relating to 
the bond issue of last February, we may 
discover preMy well what the result of 
the present bond issue will be. Last 
February the treasury officials left the 
public to infer that the banks had paid 
in more than $50,000,000 in gold, includ- 
ing the premium. But the fact was that 
only $37,000,000 in gold was paid into 
the treasury, and Mr. Carlisle was com- 
pelled to count $20,000,000 or more of 
treasury notes as a part of the gold re- 
serve. This information was brought 
out by a senate resolution to which the 
secretary replied July 13th. The list of 
the banks and firms that raided the treas- 
ury reserve to get gold to buy bonds 
comprises the names of some of the 
most reputable firms in the infected dis- 
trict—so to speak.

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Answering a Question. 

According to all the signs and symp- 
toms there are some interesting politi- 
cal developments to be expected in the 
near future. 

The Washington correspondent of The 
New York Herald asks this question: 
“Can the democratic party be united on 
a sound money gold standard platform 
before the presidential election of 18967?” 
and then goes on to say that the gold- 
bugs are beginning to make arrange- 
ments to do some missionary work in 
that direction. They propose, if they 
can get a following anywhere, to com- 
mit the party to goldbuggery, and The 
Herald correspondent more than hints 
that Mr. Cleveland is in active sym- 
pathy: with the movement. 

All this is not in the nature of news 
to thoughtful men who have been 
watching events.

England in America. 


People who think that it will be an 
easy matter for this country to control 
the proposed Nicaragua canal should 
take a survey of England’s possessions 
in the two Americas. R 

British North America is consid- 
erably larger than the United States, if 
we leave out Alaska. The Bermudas, 
east of Charleston, belong to England, 
together with several West Indian 
islands. Further south England holds 
British Honduras, British Guiana and 
Trinidad. She owns the Falkland 
islands on the coast of Patagonia, 
and with her Pacific colonies it will be 
seen that her pospessions practically 
surround the United States. All of 
this territory is well fortified, and in the 
event of a war the British would at- 
tack us from every quarter. 

The British empire now contains 
about 12,000,000 square miles, or nearly 
one-quarter of the land surface of the 
globe. But this land robber among the 
nations is not satisfied, and she is now 
reaching out -for more territory in 
Africa, China and Venezuela. She has 
seized certain islands which command 
the entrance to the Nicaragua canal, and 
in defiance of the Monroe doctrine she 
proposes to hold them, 

During the past forty years we have 
remained at peace with England be- 
cause we have yielded to her aggres- 
sions, but it is not likely that this state 
of affairs will continue forever. A 
waterway between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific under our control is a commer- 
cial and a military necessity, but it is 
now plainly apparent thaf the British 
will not give it up to us without a strug- 
gle, either in diplomacy or perhaps a 
resort to force. 

Our statesmen who are delaying ac- 
tion in regard to the Nicaragua canal 
should study the map and consider the 
possibilities ‘of the situation. If our 
timid, procrastinating policy continues 
another generation the greater portion 
of this hemisphere will be under British 
political or commercial domination. It 


is about time for us to check the pro- 


Rear Admiral Belknap, retired, in his 
recent letter to The New York Sun con- 
cerning the Japanese, pays their martial 
spirit a splendid tribute. 

He says that the annals of Japan for 
the past 1,000 years show as much per- 
sonal valor, strategic ability, and heroic 
incident as can be found in the history 
of Great Britain or of any other Euro- 
pean power during that period. Niu- 
taku, the emperor who ruled some- 
time in the fourth century, was as wise 
a prince as the great Alfred, and did 
as much for his people. The reign of 
the Empress Sukio, two centuries later, 
was as good for her subjects as was 
that of Queen Elizabeth for Englishmen 
nearly 1,000 years after. William the 
Conqueror was more than equaled as 
a soldier and as a statesman by Yor!- 
tomo, while others whose names are 

asily recalled, were the equals of the 

Black Prince, Richard Coeur de Lion, 
Marlborough, Clive and Wellington. 

As hand to hand fighters no Nuropean 
race ever surpassed the Jupanese, and 
if Clive had invaded their country he 
would have been driven into the sea. 

Since Commodore Perry visited Japan 
in 1853, her progress has been more 
rapid than that of any other country in 
the world. After 1868 feudalism was 
abolished and the Japanese soon leaped 
into the front rank of nations. Their 
army is now the equal of the British 
army in organization and equipment, 
and superior to it in homogeneity, mo- 
bility and discipline. Their navy is pat- 
terned after British and American lines, 
and is one that any nation might envy. 

The Japanese statesmen have watched 
the land-grabbing policy of England, 
and they are determined that she shall 
not play any tricks with Japan. It is 
their avowed intention to make their 
country the England of the Pacific, and 
that is her status today. 

Admiral Belknap calls attention to 
the speedy collapse of China in the war 
now being waged, and pronounces «Ping 
Yang and Yalu among the most momen- 
tous land and sea fights of modern times. 
The instant mobilization of the Japa- 
nese army, with its complete preparation 
for every detail of foreign service, con- 
trasts favorably with the delay and 
blundering of the British during the 
Crimean war, and the readiness of the 
Japanese navy makes a superior show- 
ing over the British navy in the same 
war. 

When the present conflict ends Japan 
will take her place as one of the con- 
quering nations of the century, and she 
will not stand any nonsense from any 
power. With her army and navy, Krupp 
guns, strong forts and heavy batteries, 
she will be prepared to drive off or 
destroy any hostile fleet. Admiral Bel- 
knap concludes as follows: 

I have seen in recent years the officers 
and crews of English and Japanese ships 
of war under various circumstances. I 
have seen an English admiral handle a 
force of ten ships in Japanese waters 
and a Japanese admiral maneuver a fleet 
of twenty-two ships, and I do not hesitate 
to express the opinion that were English 
and Japanese fleets of about equal strength 
to meet in battle the chances would be as 
favorable to the Japanese as to the Eng- 
lish. The Japanese will fight; let there be 
no mistake about that. The sun does not 
shine on a more determined or more in- 
trepid race than that of Japan. The mar- 
tial spirit of Japan antedates that of Brit- 
ain; and hereafter, whether on land or 
sea, the arch robber of the universe will 
find all she cares to meet if she comes into 
hostile contact with the forces of Dai 
Nippon. 

The growing strength of the British navy 
is a menance to the rest of the world; it 
is intended to be, and as such it ought to 
be crushed. The sun flag of Japan may yet 
humble the proud flag of Britain. Such 
may be the distinction reserved to that 
hewcomer among the nations. 

This estimate of the new power in 
the east will surprise some of our read- 
ers, but it is the deliberate opinion of 
one of our ablest naval officers who has 
made a special study of the subject. 
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Southern Cotton Mills. 

The Boston Journal of Commerce 
prints the names, location, capital stock, 
number of spindles, looms and cards of 
all the cotton mills in the south. The 
list makes nearly three columns in fine 
type, and embraces about 400 firms. 
Our contemporary says: 

The large number of concerns engaged 
in cotton manufacturing in the south 
which it shows will no doubt be a great 
surprise to many. It will be noticed that 
cotton manufacturing has largely concen- 
trated in the states of North and South 
Carolina, and that they are very close 
rivals for leadership. North Carolina ha®@ 
142 mills, with 691,016 spindles, 12,143 looms, 
1,994 cards. South Carolina, 62 mills, with 
655,223 spindles, 17,740 looms, and 1,262 cards; 
Georgia, 67 mills, with 536,769 spindles, 12,- 
134 looms and 1,885 cards. North Carolina 
leads in the number of spindles and cards, 
while South Carolina is a close secénd in 
the number of spindles, and first in the 
number of looms, and third in the num- 
ber of mills. Georgia stands second in the 
number of mills, third in the number of 
spindles and looms and second in the num- 
ber of cards. 

The average number of spindles to a mill 
in South Carolina and Georgia is more 
than double that of North Car- 
olina. South Carolina has three 
mills with 50,000 spindles and 
over—the Pacolet Manufacturing Company, 
the Pelzer Manufacturing Company and 
the Clifton; Georgia has one—the Eagle 
and Phenix Manufacturing Company—while 
the largest number in North Carolina js 
30,000—_the Modena cotton mills. In South 
Carolina there are twelve mills with 10,000 
to 25,000 spindles, six mills with 25,000 to 
60,000, and three with 50,000 to 63,000. In 
Georgia there are nine mills with 10,000 to 
25,000 spindles, six with 25,000 to 50,000, and 
one of 60,000. North Carolina has fourteen 
mills with from 10,000 to 25,000 spindles, 
and one of 30,000 spindles, 

Lhe Boston puper goes on to say that 
the increase of cotton manufacturing 
in the south has been wonderful, and 
that section is attracting great attention 
on account of its natural advantages for 
making the business profitable. The 
prediction is repeated that the northern 
mills will move south or establish 
branches there, and leave the manu- 
facture of all the coarser goods to the 
southern mills.. 

Not a day passes that we do not see 
similar testimony in the northern pa- 
pers in regard to the progress and future 
prospects of this industry in the south, 
and with such encouragement we do 
not see how our people can rest satis- 
fied until they manufacture every 
pound of their cotton at home. This is

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EDITORIAL COMMENT.

Some newspaper writers 
make books out of their newspaper arti- 
cles, and lots of book writers are desirous 
of getting their chapters first printed by 
an honorable newspaper. Where is the dif- 
ference between them”’ 


Says The New York Sun: “There is dan- 
ger to the southern cotton planters in re- 
ducing the acreage of that staple for the 
purpose of raising its price, as recommend- 
ed once again by the cotton states conven- 
tion in session at Montgomery, Ala.

The 
Montgomery convention does well in urging 
the planters to diversify their crops; yet 
they must never lose sight of the valuable 
Staple upon which the fortunes of the cot- 
ton states are so largely dependent.”’

Boms New Bills and a Notable Memorial. 
The Routine ofthe House—~What .-

twenty-five thousand dollars is the 
amount which the house finance committee 
thinks the state should put into a Georgia 
exhibit at the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition, 

At the meeting of the finance committee 
yesterday afternoon this was decided upon 
and the committee gave to the great en- 
terprise its hearty and unqualified endorse- 
ment. 

The meeting was a highly interesting one 
—interesting as showing that the people 
of the state, through their chosen represen. 
tatives, realize and appreciate the magni. 
cude.of this work and stand ready to do 
all in their power to aid it; and it was in- 
teresting because of the excellent speeches 
which were made, and because of the in- 
formation which some of those speeches 
contained. The meeting of the @ommittee 
was a full one and there were present be-' 
side the members several prominent gentle- 
men from different parts of the state, who 
had come to express their deep interest in 
the exposition, and to urge that the com- 
mittee take action looking to a creditable 
state exhibit. 

Chairman Boynton presided, and the mat- 
ter came before the committee in the shape 
of a resolution introduced by Hon. Hulitt 
A. Hall, of Coweta county. 

Strong Specches Were Made. 

Ex-Governor Northen made a strong 
speech in favor of the adoption of the reso- 
lution, which contained an endorsement 
of the exposition, and put the legislature 
on record as being in favor of an exhibit 
of the resources of the state. He spoke 
eloquently of Georgia’s resources and of 
the great future which is unquestion- 
ably in store for the state, if the advan- 
tages of Georgia are properly placed be- 
iore the people, 

Coionel John O. Waddell, president of 
the State Agricultural Society, and Major 
G. M. Ryals, of Savannah, who appeared 
as a committee from the State Agricultur- 
al Society, presented the views of that body 
as embodied in the resolutions which they 
had adopted and urged upon the committee 
as representing the people of the state to 
ceive the formal endorsement to the enter- 
prise Which the people everywhere are giv- 

Georgia’s Great Fruit Interests. 

Colonel J. B. James, of Fort Valley, who 
is the representative of the great fruit in- 
terests of that section of the state, spoke 
most eloquently, and made some statements 
concerning the extent of the fruit industry, 
which were highly interesting, indeed. Col- 
cnel James is the representative of west- 
crn capitalists, who represent $10,000,000 
and have formed nine companies, which are 
now actively engaged in developing fruit 
properties. He is at the head of these nine 
companies. Last year there were four of 

und when they found that Georgia 
would make no disphay at the world’s fair, 
these gentlemen from Ohio and other west- 
ern states, decided that they would show 
what Georgia could do in the way of frurt, 
anc they sent to Chicago an exhibit which 
‘ook the premium over the fruits of Cali- 
ornia and the rest of this country. The 
ice alone in making that exhibit 
was tv. Colonel James said that speaking 
is a representative of these interests, he 

‘aid that, with the aid of the state, they 

tld go ahcad and get up a fruit exhibit 
which would excell anything of the kind 
that coukl possibly be shown from any 
other part of the world. He said that Cal- 

‘ornia had already made application for 
a space for an exhibit of her fruits, and 
ne considered it highly necessary for Geor- 
sia, not only to show that she can raise 
fruit, but that she can raise them better 
(‘han any other part of the United States. 
che gentlemen who are interested with 
him in these Fort Valley properties repre- 
sent five different states in the northwest, 
ana they are men whose wealth will ag- 
gregate $10,000,000. They have seen what a 
magniticent tield for investment is furnish- 
ed in the fruit lands of Georgia, and, with a 
proper exhibit at this Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition, their example could 
be followed by many other capitalists from 
all parts of the country. ‘ 

All of these gentlemen strongly urged 
the adoption of the resolutions of Mr. Hall 
and a number of the members of the com- 
mittee talked on the same line. The sen- 
timent was indeed unanimous, and the 
final action taken was the adoption of the 
Hall resolutions with slight amendment 
and with @ recommendation that the state 
place to the credit of the agricultural de- 
partment $25,000, to be expended in making 
this display. It was decided that this should 
be submitted to the general judiciary com- 
mittee to have it pass upon the legality of 
such action. j 

The State Exhibit Assured. 

This insures practically a state exhibit 
on which $26,000 will be expended and that 
will make it one, not only of which every 
Georgian will be proud, but one of inesti- 
mable value to the state in every way. 

“I would like to say,’’ said Mr. Brown, of 
Pulaski, who is one of the largest farmers 
in middle Georgia, “that I not only enthu- 
siastically endorse what the committee has 
cone, but I'know that our people through- 
out the entire state will endorse it; and I 
want to say, also, that I am éspecially grat- 
ited by the way the matter has been put 
before us. There has been no log-rolling, no 
buttonholing, or anything of the sort, but 
the exposition people have simply presented 
the facts to us and left the rest to our own 
g00d judgment. I only wish the condition 
of the people of the state would permit of 
2 very much larger appropriation, because 
I believe it is the best investment which 
could possibly be made of the state’s money. 

To Plant Less Cotton,

ALOUT CAPITOL HALLS. 


The gossip about the appointments to be 
made by the governor which was used in 
Sunday’s Constitution, created a great deal 
of talk about the capitol. The friends of the 
other candidates than those mentioned by 
the senator who gave his views on the sub- 
ject did a great deal of talking themselves 
yesterday and the result was a renewed in- 
terest in the whole subject. When the ap- 
pointments will be made nobody seems to 
know. A prominent member of the general 
judiciary committee of the house who was a 
strong Atkinson man, was discussing the 
question yesterday. In the course of his 
talk he said: ‘“‘I think my friend of the sen- 
ate is considerably off his base in some of 
his prognostications. He starts off on the 
theory that Colonel Kell is to be made ad- 
jutant general and bases ull he says on 
that. I think he is mistaken. I know of at 
least one instance of a candidate for that 
position who is being very seriously con- 
sidered. He was a gallant confederate sol- 
dier, a private, who carries several bullets 
in his body now, and he was a very strong 
Aikinson man in the contest for the nom- 
ination. In addition to that he has been 
more or less identified with the militia of 
the state during the past few years, and I 
believe he is a very dangerous opponent of 
Colonel Kells. Should he be appointed, the 
slate, ag outlined by my friend from the 
senate, will be very considerably changed 
on account of geographical location. Then, 
for principal keeper, I’m inclined to think 
that some south Georgia man would stand 
the best chance, and I would not be sur- 
prised to see the position of principal physi- 
cian go to Rome or somewhere in that vi- 
cinity.* Then, I’m inclined to believe that 
Captain Bradwell will be re-appointed state 
school commissioner. Of course all this is 
mere guesswork, but I believe I’m on the 
right lay.” 


Colonel Bill Smith, of Gwinnett, was here 
yesterday and had something to say about 
appointments himself. 

‘I do not know,”’ said he, “who is going 
to be appointed, but it would not surprise 
me at all to see ex-Senator Tom Robinson, 
of Tallulah Falls, made principal keeper of 
the penitentiary. I don’t believe any man 
in the race has stronger endorsements. All 
of our section of northeast Georgia would 
be glad to see Tom Robinson appointed, and 
he thas many friends in all of the sections 
of the state who have given his case hearty 
support. I am inclined to believe that he 
has an excellent chance.”

A Representative Gathering. 

The legislative committee on penitentiary, 
to which, had been referred the subject of 
establishing a reformatory ior juveniles in 
this state, met in its committee room in 
the state capitol at 3 o’clock p. m. yester- 
day. 

There were present to meet the committee 
Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, Mrs. Cowdrey, 
ex-Governor Northen, Hon. Theodore Schu- 
mann, Captain J. W. English, Hon. P. J. 
Moran, Rev. Henry McDonald, Hon. T. 
D. Meador, Rev. Mr. Gibson, Rev. Roswell 
Cole and many others. 

Chairman Reagan, on calling the commit- 
tee to order, expressed the pleasure of the 
committee at being waited upon by -such 
an able delegation and announced readiness 
to hear from those who had been selected 
to present the subject. 

Miss Nellie Peters Black, in a most feel- 
ing manner, told of the necessity for a re- 
formatory. Her words alone would have 
been sufficient to have convinced the com- 
mittee. 

Mrs. J. W. Cowdrey followed, giving a 
detailed statement of the good work of re- 
formatories in other states. 

With a voice full of emotion Dr. Henry 
McDonald pleaded for the lost boy; the 
boy, homeless, friendless, tossed about by 
want and adversity, temptation or evil in- 
clinations. Save the boys was the burden 
of his remarks. 

Mr. Barnett delivered a chaste and con- 
vincing address on the scope and uses of a 
reformatory—the purpose of imprisonment 
and the duty that the state oves its chil- 
dren. 

Rev. Mr. Gibson also spoke strong and 
feelingly. 

But it was, by general consent, the 
burning words of ex-Governor Northen that 
put the matter in its most convincing light 
before the people. 

“Four hundred children are in the peni- 
tentiary,’’ said he... ‘‘Four hundred more in 
the chaingangs. Eight hundred children 
annually following each other until the 
number will reach inte the tens of thou- 
sands. I have seen a white boy of eleven— 
fresh from some home where he had been 
well kept—chained to the wrist of a great, 
stalwart negro criminal, whose very touch 
was poison. That might have been vour 
child or mine—no one is free from tempta- 
tion—and if it had been, and he had been 
kept but three hours even chained in this 
vile companionship your soul would curse 
the system that allowed it.” 

The Committee Acts. 

When the visitors had retired Mr. Mid- 
dlebrooks, of Newton, arose and said that 
there was no doubt but that the time had 
come when Georgia should have a reforma- 
tory. The first thing, in his opinion, for 
the committee to do was to so declare, and 
for that purpose he offered a resolution as 
follows: 

‘*Resolved, That this committee desires to 
put itself on record as to the necessity of 
establishing a reformatory for juvenile 
criminals, and declares that such an insti- 
tution should be established.’’ 

This was put to a vote and passed unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Fogarty, of Richmond, said he was 
glad that the committee had bound itself 
to this declaration. Richmond county had 
a reformatory, which was an eminent suc- 
cess. In order to give effect to the declara- 
tion just made, he moved the appointment 
of a subcommittee of five, whose duty it 
should be to frame a suitable bill for adop- 
tion by the committee, and to report at as 
early a day as possible. 

- The resolution was adopted and the com- 
mittee heretofore named was appointed.

and that the average yield per acre indica- 
ted for the whole cotton belt 191.7 pounds 
per acre, distributed as follows: North Car- 
olina, 210; South Carolina, 108; Georgia, 155; 
Florida, 110; Alabama, 160; Mississippi, 195; 
Louisiana, 230; Texas, 235; Arkansas, 203; 
Tennessee, 157, and all other states and ter- 


ritories 200. 


“If there were no official data other 
than the above to base calculations upon 
there would be much room for diversity of 
opinion as to the yield. But, toward the 
close of last month—on October 2dth—the 
statistician of the department made public 
@ statement of the acreage and yield for 
each state for the season of 1893-94, which 
had been compiled by him, covering a period 
of several months. The statement made the 
egegregate area planted 19,525,000 acres and 
the yield 7,493,C00 bales. 


“Omitting any comment on the foregoing, 
it is sufficient to say that it furnishes the 
important element necessary for making 
ea calculation of the yield of the 188 crop 
2s now indicated by the agricuitural depart- 
ment figures. Turning to the report for 
June, 1894, we find the acreage percentages 
for the current season to have been stated 
as follows: ‘The average percentage is 
100.6. The state percentages of acreages, 
as compared with the acreage of last year, 
are as follows: Virginia, 97; North Caroli- 
ria, 9%; South Carolina, 99; Georgia, 95; Flori- 
da, 97; Alabama, 99; Mississippi, 102; Louisi- 
ana, 98; Texas, 107; Arkansas 107; Tennes- 
see, 96: Missouri, 89; Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory, 120.’ 


“Using the above dates for the 1894 plant- 
ing, and applying the percentdges @o the 
agricultural department’s acreage for 1893, 
given previously, the total acreage for 1894, 
according to the government figures, would 
be 19,737,641 acres. If this acreage be ac- 
cepted as correct, and the yield per acre 
as given this week also be adopted, we are 
brought to the conclusion that the crop of 
1894-1895 will weigh 3,804,218,467 pounds, being 
the equivalent of 7,958,616 bales, of an aver- 
age net weight of 478 pounds. 


“As stated above, this aggregate produc- 
tion would, on the basis of 478 pounds net 
per bale, (a low average for this crop) 
make the indicated yield on the basis of 
the agricultural department’s figures, 7,958,- 
616 bales, or about 465,000 bales sreater than 
the crop of 1893-1894, as made up by the 
same authority. . 


“Disclaiming any responsibility for the 
results herein disclosed, and disavowing 
any intention to make an estimate of our 
Own, we cannot get away from the fact that 
there is a startling discrepancy betwcen 
this indicated yield of barely 8,000,000 bales 
and the estimates by private parties run- 
ping as high as 10,250,000 bales.”

Stevens & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, November 19.—There was an 
upward rush in prices of 12 to 14 points 
early in the day on a surprising jump in 
Liverpool, in observence of the low crop 
estimate published in Saturday’s Chroni- 
cle. Some of the local shorts here took to 
the woods. It was not quite so fashion- 
able to be a bear. It was a little more 
fashionable to be a bull. The conviction is 
spreading that the rapidity with which 
the crop has been marketed this seasce 
has given a false impression as to the 
size of the yield. The unusual celerity in 
marketing the crop was due to unusuéd#ly 
fine weather, a panic among planters who 
imagined the deciine was* never ‘going to 
stop and the necessity of sending more cot- 
ton than usual to market in order to 
liquidate debts to factors. In some parts 
of Missouri the price is now said to be 
$7°a bale below the cost of production. 
Some farmers had to furnish 40 per cent 
more cotton to pay debts than necessary 
last year. To receive $100 they have had 
to sell four and half bales .of cotton, 
e@gainst three bales last year. Private ad- 
vices from various parts of the south 
State that the crop has been overesti- 
mated. Another fact worthy of note is 
that the price is so low that farmers will 
feel poor when they come to plant another 
crop, and they will buy less fertilizers. 
This is important to remember, because 
nearly all the cotton lands in the Atlantic 
States require the assistance of fertilizers. 
Some of the fertilizer companies in the 
south announce that they are going to 
reduce heir production. At Fall River 
during the past week trade in print cloth 
has been so brisk that sales have largely 
exceeded production. The low price of 
cotton is inducing some iNew England 
mills to stock up treely. The ‘signal ser- 
vice predicts colder weather .for most parts 
of the cotton belt.

New York, November 19.—(Special.)- -The 
Chrenicle’s editorial statement that the 
bureaus’ showing pointed to a crop of less 
than eight million bules seems to have star- 
tled Liverpool, which ‘sert us the handsome 
advance today wf more than 5-64d.

the direction of higher prices. We repeat 
that in our opinion cotton was never be- 
fore so tempting and sv safe a purchase, 
and we advise our friends to take advant- 
age of every depression to buy for a rise. 


Habbard, Price & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, November 19.—Summary Hub- 
bard, Price & Co.’s cotton letter: ‘Greatly 
to the surprise <f the trade, Liverpool ada- 
vanced today €6-54d, closing firm, and 
escribes the improvement to the firmer tone 
of the southern markets. An investment 
demand is also apparent in Liverpool, based 
upon the same conclusions which have 
brought investors into the American mar- 
ket as buyers of cotton. After the opening 
the market advanced in all some 13 points 
above Saturday’s prices, but on the heavy 
receipts at New Orleans tomorrow it has 
Icst some points of the extreme improve- 
ment and traders anticipate a further loss 
tomorrow, when Liverpool sees the failure 
of the American market to respond to the 
advance. 

During the afternoon the market was 
slightly easier in tone, owing to.the large 
receipts at St. Louis and the fact that 
no outside buying came to the sunport of 
prices during the last two hours of bust- 
ness. The close was steady, as there ap- 
pears no pressure to sell long cotton. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, November, 19.—Business for 
current wants was conducted on a very 
narrow line and purchases of dry goods 
were restricted to positive requirements. 
The cold wave in the west ana nortwest 
sent some orders but they -were for mod- 
erate quantities of special assortments. 
Four-yard brown cottons are well sold 
ahead and engagements control the chief 
production into the new year. Standard 
drills are alike conditional. Many makes 
of denims and. stripes are sold into the 
new year and deliveries are backward. 
Some makes of mediums fito dress goods 
are so oversold that samples have been 
withdrawn. Printed fabrics, ginghams and 
domestics for spring are being ordered 
very freely. Printing cloths are in good de- 
mand at 2 1ll-l6éc bid and declined.

Financial Gossip. 

The New York’ Stockholder, in its review 
of the market last Saturday, says: ‘‘Well, 
the republicans won, but it’s the same old 
stock market still. St. Paul earned $233,000 
less in the week following the election 
than for the corresponding periéds of 1891 
or 1892, and $196,000 less than in 1893. Had 
the republican victory reversed this condi- 
tion of affairs, the argument that the de- 
feat of the democrats was a bullish factor 
in the stock market would have been genu- 
ine, not counterfeit, as it proved to be. 


“One of the counterfeit inducements offer- 
ed as a justification for purchasing the 
Granger stocks last week was that the 
populists were wiped out in the west and 
the republicans restored to power there. 
For the moment those with short memo- 
ries forgot that all the laws which par- 
tially confiscated railroad values in the 
northwest were passed by states which for 
thirty years had been republican. 


“The state commissioners of Iowa, Wiscon- 
Sin, Minnesota and other states, which 
have been making the traffic rates for rail- 
roads in recent years, were established by 
republican legislatures, and were individu- 
ally composed oi republicans. It was call- 
ed Granger legislation at the time. It 
makes no difference, however, about the 
party name in that section of the country. 
The people are against the railroads. 


“One of the counterfeit explanations 
brought forward in October to excuse de- 
creased revenues was that results com- 
pared with abnormal receipts from the 
world’s fair of 1893. Every intelligent per- 
son knew that this was arrant humbug— 
that it was speculative thimble-rigging of 
the. truth. To the credit of the public it 
must be said, however, that people at 
large were not fooled by the humbug to 
any great extent. :

“St. Paul’s enormous October losses were 
explained by the world’s fair argument. 
Yet decreases this month have been nearly 
as heavy as last—$i83,000 the first week and 

,000 the second. In place of humbug ex- 
planations, however, there was a common- 
sense statement from President Miller, who 
was quoted as saying regarding the earn- 
ings reported Saturday that the decrease 
was nearly all in freights and due to the 
fact that there is less volume and a larger 
proportion of it is short haul and low rate 
freight.

“That is about the position we have taken 
with regard to the matter.

The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

In wheat circles sentiment was bullish 
throughout the week. Prices advanced 
moderately. Favorable cables were the bull 
argument. At the advance home and for- 
eign bulls took profits, realizing in a mod- 
erate reaction. ‘he wneat situation during 
the week, showed little change. Monday 
gave the trade a large increase in the 
visible supply. .Bradstreet’s visible for the 
Uniteg States and Canada increased 109,(0,- 
000 bushels, or 15,000,000 bushels more 
than at the corresponding date in 1893. But 
the increase it reported east of the Il.cocky 
mountains was smaller than the increase 
reported in the official visible supply state- 
ment, Bradstreet’s figures cover more points 
than the official visible. Therefore, it was 
argued that stocks were being reduced 
or were smai! at'many places. This may be 
true, and, doubtiess is, for the movement 
of wheat in all the sections, save the 
northwest, is practically nothing. On one 
last week, for example, the winter 
wheat points received only 125,000 bushels. 
Farmers in the southwest seem to have sold 
out, or possibly they are keeping their 
wheat to feed to stock, owing to the failure 
of the corn crop. From trustworthy so: rces 
of information, such as The Price Current, 
it is surmised that the practice of feed- 
ing wheat to horses, hogs and the like is 
steadily increasing. Still, it is not yet large 
enough to affect visible stocks. Hstimates 
of the amount of wheat to be fed for the 
crop year range from 40,000,000 to 75,000,000 
bushels. The feeding argument, however, 
has yet to have its effect on prices. The 
latter are so low that conservative people 
feel wheat is a purchase for moderate 
rallies. The folowing compares the west- 
ern movement of grain last week, week be- 
fore and the corresponding period a year

The fact that the favorable cables afore- 
said were not accompanied by buying or- 
ders caused them to be regarded with sus- 
picion.

This was 
profit taking. As the, foregoing table 
shows, exports for the week were not large. 
Nor was there anything done in cash bus- 
inesg for expurt worthy of particular men- 
tion. It seems to be evident that should 
wheat advance much foreigners will cease 
buying absolutely and turn to Argentine or 
Russia for supplies. Reports that Argentine 
wheat had been badly damaged and the new 
crop reduced by rains were. discredited. 
Receipts at the west were light and con- 
sisted almost entirely of spring wheat.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE PRESENT BOARD 


For the First Time in Its History the 
Change Is Complete—Ex-Chairman 
Hunnicutt’s Long Service. 


When the newly elected members of the 
board of county commissioners go in on 
January ist, the complexion of the board 
will be entirely changed for the first time 
since ite establishment. 

It was in 1881 that a board of county 
commissioners was first established in Ful- 
ton county—just thirteen years ago. The 
gentieinen composing the board were Judge 
S. B. Hoyt, chairman; Judge Clark Howell, 
John R. Gramling, G. T. Dodd and C. W. 
Hunnicuit. : 

Of these the first three named are dead, 
the fourth has not been on the board for 
many years, and the last, Mr, C. W. Hun- 
nicutt, wfll give way to a new member, Mr. 
Hunnicutt has been a county commissioner 
for thirteen years, having been elected 
when the board was first established. He 
served when the term was one year, when 
it was two years and when it was four 
years. He was chairman for eight years. 

The other retiring members are James D. 
Collins and Dr. J. W. Nelms, Mr, Collins 
was elected for three years first, and his 
second term was for four years. He ran 
for ré-election but was defeated by Mr. J. 
J. Spalding. Mr. Collins is the commis- 
sioner from the country. He has been on 
the board seven years and has served as 
chairman of many important committees. 
Dr. Nelms has been on the board only one 
term, and was not a candidate for further 
service. 

The two county commissioners who will 
take the places of Messrs. Collins and 
Nelms are Messrs. Walte: R. Brown and 
Forrest Adair. They were elected by 
splendid votes and are both splendid young 
men, conservative, but thoroughly in har- 
mony with the spirit of the times. They 
will doubtless make splendid records for 
themselves and will merit the confidence 
placed in them by the people. 

The -hold-dver commissioners are Mr. 
Charles A. Collier, who is the present 
chairman, and Mr. Joseph Thompson. Mr. 
Collier has been chairman of the board 
not quite a year, and has shown a fine un- 
derstanding of the responsibilities of the 
position. Commissioner Thompson is one 
of the hardest workers on the board and is 
thoroughly awake to the county’s inter- 
ests at all times. 

Men Who Have Been Commissioners. 

It is interesting to look over the names 
of the men who have served as county 
commissioners. During the thirteen years 
there have been a number of prominent 
citizens to serve. There has been, how- 
ever, but one secretary, Mr. Tyler Cooper, 
whose charge of the records has been 
above reproach and entirely satisfactory. 
Among some of the men who have been 
elected county commissioners are Colonel 
L. P. Grant, Judge S. B. Hoyt, Judge 
Clark Howell, M. C. Kiser, W. A. Moore, 
Richard Peters, John R. Gramling, G. W. 
Adair, W. J. Garrett, W. P. Inman, An- 
thony Murphy, H. L. Wilson and G. T. 
Dodd. 

Those Fulton Jail Bonds. 

On the first of next month the election 
to be held on January 2d for jail bonds will 
be advertised. The advertisement will be 
precisely similar to the two other adver- 
tisements for bonds that have gone before.

$15,000 a year as they fall due. 

The election is an important one, and the 
county commissioners have determined to 
let it be the last time they will worry with 
them. Not less than seven or eight grand 
juries have condemned the present jail and 
recommended the issuing of bonds to pay 
for the erection of a new jail.

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FOUND IT QUITE UNOBJECTIONABLE- 


the Camp—Routine Work of 
the Meeting. 


There wags a very interesting meeting of 
the Fulton County Confederate Veterans’ 
Association last night in the Gate City 
Guard’s armory. 

The chief attraction of the meeting of 
genera! interest was the report of the com- 
mittee appointed at a regular meeting sev- 
eral weeks agi: to investigate the com- 
Plaints that have been made in the south 
against the Encyclopaedia Britannica sold 
by Middlebrooks, Shumaker and Co., of 
this city. , 

Sometime ago, it seems, there came to 
the local camp a letter from a camp of 
confederate veterans in Texas declaring 
that there were objectionable articles in 
the book named bearing upon the political 
history of the south with especial refer- 
ence to the causes that led to the late lit- 
tle fracas between the states. 

The Texas camp called the Atlanta camp’s 
attention to these for the purpose of se- 
curing its assistance in putting down all 
,sorts of literature that is sectional in na- 
ture against the south. 

The purpose was commendable and the 
Fulton County camp appointed a thorough- 
ly reliable committee, composed of careful 
and trusted men to investigate the publi- 
cation mentioned. 

The committee consisted of Colonel W. 
L. Calhoun, chairman; T. P. Cleveland, R. 
L. Rodgers, W. 8S. Walker, L. P. Thomas 
and Clement A. Evans. : 

For the past month the committee has 
been studiously looking into the complaints 
made against the publication, and their re- 
port was awaited with great interest by 
the members of the association. 

Last night it was read and listened to 
with much concern. 

The committee, after a careful examina- 
tion of the encyclodaedia, reported that, 
while there have been and still are many 
objectionable publications published and 
sold by other companies, the Werner Com- 
pany, against whom the charges were made, 
is not selling any such encyclopaedia as 
was complained of by the Texas camp. 

It was shown in the report to the full 
Satisfaction of all the veterans present 
that the book in question is perfectly free 
from objectionable statements concerning 
the south and the southern people. 

The statement was made in the report 
and backed up by evidence that there was 


lished by the Werner Company which had 
these objectionable articles in them, but 
this book was no longer sold, and could 
no longer be sold by reason of the fact 
that the plates had been destroyed and 
corrections had been made. A letter from 
the manager of the Werner Company Tfeply- 
ing to certain questions was read before 
the meeting, which showed that the old 
book containing the statements that held 
the south up for criticism has not been 
sold in the south nor in the north for the 
past few months. 

In reply to the question whether the com- 
pany was now selling a different publica- 
tion in the north and in the south it was 
stated that the publications sold in the 
north and the south were the same books. 

The report gave it as the opinion of the 
committee that in the rivalry between the 
various companies selling the book there 
has been a tendency to stir up a great deal 
more strife than was really warranted on 
this score. ‘ 

Closing, the report of the committee has 
the following to say along this line: 

“In conclusion we would say that in the 
main there are no serious or special ob- 
jections, so far as relates to the south, to 
the edition now being sold by the Werner 
Company under the auspices of The At- 
lanta Constitution and that it contains ar- 
ticles quite complimentary to the southern 
people and assigns them a position among 
mankind which they are entitled.’ 

The report was adopted. 
Other Routine Matters. 


The committee on a communication from 
the Louisiana division ‘protesting against 
the new constitution declared as adopted 
at the meeting in Birmingham, Ala., re- 
ported that after considering all the evi- 
dence before them that they were of the 
opinion that the so-called adoption was at 
least irregular, hasty and ill-advised, be- 
lieving that the purity of the organization 
and the purposes for which it wag .organized 
demand that it should be placed on a 
higher plane than any mere political or- 
ganization; that we cannot allow any doubt 
to exist as to the methods used in the 
adoption or change of the fundamental 
laws they recommend;thatthiscamp join 
our comrades in Louisiana, and join our 
protest against the new constitution which 
we decline to recognize until it shall be 
presented in a reguiar manner and adopted 
after fair, open and full discussion. The 
committee concluded by saying that they 
had not considered the features of the new 
constitution and expressed no opinion as to 
its merits or demerits. After discussion the 
report was adopted. 

General W. 8S. Walker moved that the 
thanks of this camp be returned to Dick 
Dowling camp, of Houston, Tex., for calling 
attention to the errors in the Encyclopaedia 
‘Britannica. 

Mr. W. B. Burke presented the camp 
with a fine portrait of Miss Winnie Davis, 
which was received by the camp and a 
rising and unanimous vote of thanks re- 
turned Mr. Burke. 

Colonel A. J. West, in behalf of Mr. C. 
W. Motes, presented the camp with a large 
portrait of General C. A. TWvans, com- 
mdnder of the camp, in an eloquent and 
impressive manner. General Evans re- 
sponded in a touching and magnetic effort. 
On motion thanks were returned to Mr. C.

Two women and four men in Gilmer 
county last February suffered from the 
brutal hands of whitecappers, and the men 
who will be arraigned before Judge New- 


man this morning are supposed to have 
committed the outrageous assault. They 
are H. M. Cochran, N. A. McKinnish, W. 
R. Taylor, W. H. Grice, N. L. Grice, C. A. 
Gentry, W. P. Gentry, C. W. Hyde, C. C. 
Barnes and R. J. Moore. They claim to 
be innocent of the charges brought against 
them and are firm in the belief that, on a 
trial of the case, they can make it so ap- 
pear to the court by the testimony. 

One of the victims of the assault is quite 
an old man. He appears to be about seven- 
ty-five years of age. He narrated the story 
yesterday morning with tears in his eyes, 
and concluded by saying that he hoped 
every member of the gang would be brought 
} to the bar of Justice. 

The prisoners are represented by Mr. J. 
E. Robinson, of the Atlanta bar, and Mr. 
Thomas J. Greer, of Ellijay. They will 
mgke a strong fight in behalf of their clients 
and are confident that they will be able to 
secure a verdict of acquittal. 

The trial will be an interesting one and 
a large number of spectators will be on 
hand.

Mr. Rie. of the thirty-ninth, argued 
with the preceding speaker. Now that the 
purchase power of the dollar was so much 
greater, there would have to be reductions 
all around in order to fit in the new situa- 
tion. “I have been told that the general 
appropriation bill has already been out- 
lined, and that in it the senate is allowed 
only $8 per day for pages. We have no right 
to exceed that sum.” 

While this was going on the pages were 
busily engaged in rallying up their friends, 
and President Venable reminded them of 
the rule preventing lobbying on the floor of 
the senate chamber.

“Not that I am opposed to wise economy,”’ 
eaid he, “for that is something we must 
keep in view.

If we 
are going to use the knife to lop off useless 
expenditures, let us begin, not with the 
pages, but with our own salaries. 1 would 
rather have my own salary cut off than to 
take it away from these needy boys who are 
working for widowed mothers. 1 shall op- 
pose the beginning of economy on small 
boys.”’ 

Mr. Cumming, of the eighteenth, also 
came to the relief of the pages. “Two dol- 
lars is the precedent,” said he, “‘and LIL 
favor standing by it.’’

President Venable’s Insurance Bill. 


This,afternoon, at 3 o'clock, the senate 
committee on general judiciary, will take 
up the bill of President Venable relating 
to the work of insurance brokers.

Colonel J. H. Seals will not be in the 
race for Mayor of Atlanta. 

After making an-active and energetic 
canvass of four months of more, the colonel 
has decided to leave the fleld, cast his vote 
for Hon. Porter King and to work for him 
until the day of election. :

The Matter Was Before the General 
Council Again, 


THE SESSION WAS A LONG ONE 


The Children of the Officers and Soldiers 
atthe Post Can’t Go to Atilanta’s . 
Public Schools, 


Th lease of the old waterworks property 


provoked spirited discussion in the city 

council yesterday, involving some interest- 

ing charges and counter charges by the 
members. 

The property, it will be remembered, 
was voted to be leased to the Hale Invest- 
ment Company nearly a month ago. Mr. 
Howell, who was opposed to the lease, how- 
ever, secured a reconsideration of the mat- 
ter and obtained a reference to the commit. 
tees on parks, grounds and the board of 
water commissioners. 

These bodies recommended yesterday 
that the grounds be leased to the Hale 
management. In their report, however, 
it was a decided modification of the terms 
under which it was formerly proposed to 
turn over the property, the modification 
being: 

That the city reserves the right to erect 
and operate an electric plant during the 
lease, retaining the right to use the water 
in the reservoir. 

That the expense of repairing the dams 
and otherwise putting the grounds in de- 
sirable shape be assumed by the lessees. _ 

That other street railways be permitted 
to lay tracks on the roads and the streets 
through the grounds. 

That the city be authorized, at any time 
during the lease, to sell and deliver the 
possession of any part or the whole part of 
the land not included in the lake and the 
strip surrounding it, and the fifty-one acres 
south of the lake. 

That the water in the reservoir may be 
let off whenever it endangers property 
rights or becomes a nuisance to the pub- 
lic ar to adjacent property owners. 

When this paper was read, Mr. Welch 
of the scond, stated that he had received a 
telegram from Mr. Joel Hurt asking that 
the matter be not disposed of until he could 
appear befcre the council. t 

Mr. Welch, of the fifth, thought that the 
request should be granted. It seemed to 
him to be a piece of Sunday school business 
to try to rush the matter through when 
others might guarantee a better bid. 

“Some better men,’ said he, ‘“‘than those 
on the committee who made this report, 
have made mistakes. I’m not, myself, as 
smart, but I can see through a ladder. If 
there’s nothing wrong about the propositiam 
they’ve suggested, why not wait? This 
eager business looks wrong. If the affair 
is honorable and right it ought to be put 
off to give others a chance.” 

Mr. Howell wanted advertisements for 
more bids. 

“I have been under the impression,”’ said 
he, “that the committee was working for 
the city and not the Hale Investment Com. 
pany, who are, naturally, trying to get as 
much out of this thing as possible. These 
gentlemen seem to have no other idea in 
view than to take care of that company.”’ 

Mr. Hirsch moved to reject all bids and 
Start afresh. The proposition was voted 
down, and the controversy waxed warmer 
than before. 

“There isn’t but one other prospective 
bidder,”’ declared Mr. Welch, of the sec- 
ond. “Heis Mr. Hurt. That gentleman 
stated that he didn’t want the property, 
but simply wished to build a railway line, 
and we've so fixed the report as to protect 
him. A further delay may defeat the pro- 
ject contemplated and leave the property 
on our hands and it will be years before 
it will realize what public improvements 
will make it worth in a short while.”’ 

“If that property,’ said Mr. Beatie, ‘“‘were 
in some other point of the compass—on the 


north side, for instance—Mr. Howell 
wouldn’t oppose it. It—’’ 

“I rise to a point of order,” exclaimed 
Mr. Howell, leaping to his feet. “I deny 


such a charge. And nobody knows it bet- 
ter tnan Mr. Beatie. I am here to legislate 
for the whole city.” 

“That was simply my opinion,’”’ Mr. Beatie 
replied. “I am satisfied that the animus 
of the opposition is to kill this proposition. 
I can assure you, gentlemen, that Mr. Hurt 
doesn’t want the property. He told me so 
after the matter was discussed at a recent 
council meeting. I’m sorry to think it, but 
it seems to me that an effort is being made 
to prevent the grounds from getting into 
public notice and becoming enhanced in 
value. The water commissioners were 
unanimously in favor of the Hale bid and 
they’re as competent to consider the mat- 
ter as any four or five men in Atlanta, and 
they didn’t have the interests of the les- 
sees solely in view, either.”’ 

*Mr. pbell thought the plan a good 
a good one, if for no other reason than it 
eaved the city the expenditure of 40,000 
upon the grounds, to which it were other- 
wise, morally, if not legally, sound. 

“There's a gentleman in this hall who’ll 
give $129 more a year than the present bid- 
ders,’’ said Mr. Howell. 

Mr. Stockdeil demanded a vote. The com- 
mittee’s report, council alone voting, was

An Important Step. 


Mr. Broyles presented a resolution touch- 
ing the schoolbook question. The paper 
declared that the beard of education, be- 
fore the opening of the next scholastic 
year, should consider and adopt the text- 

to be used by the children in every 
grade of the public schools, and, having 
done sv, that the board should not be au- 
tho to change a single textbook before 
the expiration of five years. 

“I have taken this step,” 
Broyles, ‘‘to correct an evil that lays heav- 
fly uwpon the people of Atlanta. The fre- 
quent change in books has aroused great 
complaint, especially from the poor people. 
I have no idea of refiecti upon the board 
of education, but the trouble is that they’re 
all well-to-do and don’t appreciate the hard- 
ships inflicted pon the poorer’ classes. 
When I went to school here the books 
were changed nearly every year, and you 
gentiemcn know that in five years Caesar’s 
commentaries and algebraic textbooks don’t 
become cbsolete. There are books on the 
subject used fifty years ago that are better 
than the ones they’ve got now.”’

A Splendid Avenue. 


If a resolution presented by Mr. Stock- 
dell is adopted, Pryor street will shortly be 
one of the most beautiful thoroughfares in 
the south, with the possible exception of 
St Charles avenue in New Orleans. The 
plan calls for the laying of new cement 
block sidewalks on both sides to Georgia 
avenue, Mr. Stockdell asked that the com- 
missioner of pubMe works instruct property 
Owners to put down such pavement in front 
of their territory within thirty days. 

“More than one-half of those owning 
frontage,”” said the councilman, ‘*have 
signed an agreement for such a sidewalk. 
Of course the city must do the necessary 
grading. It’ll be a pity if the work of im- 
proving the street be stopped where it is. 
The hardest kicker is the richest resident 
we've got,”’ 

The paper was referred to the street com- 
mittee. 

A Warm Discussion. 


The water board recommended that the 
city lay a ten-inch line pipe, taken trom the 
thirty-inch main at the intersection of Kkm- 
met street, to extend from there 3,600 feet 
through Emmett, across the Western and 
Atlantic to the Marietta road north of Col- 
lins’s brick yard. 

“From this point,.’’ read the paper, ‘“‘the 
county commissioners will extend a six- 
inch pipe aiong the Marietta road into the 
county barracks. They will furthermore 
advance to the city the money for its share 
of the cost of the pipe, lead and other ma- 
terials, and the laying ef the pipe and for 
the digging of the ditches, and will wait for 
their money untii the apporttonments to the 
waterworks department admit of the 
amount being paid. The sum would not ex- 
ceed $3,600. The city is under obligations 
to the county. in the construction of the 
new waterworks the county commissioners 
aided in the work in cutting and grading 
from North Avenue and Luckie street to the 
Chattahoochee river, a distance of five 
miles. In the early part of this construction 
a promise was made by the board of water 
commissioners to aid the county in obtain- 
ing a supply of water for the county con- 
vict barracks. This is the object of laying 
the new pipes. As it is al] outside the pres- 
ent incorporated line the beard. desires the 
sanction and ratification of the council be- 
fore taking any action.” 

“There’s $50,000 worth of property involv- 
ed out there,”’ explained County Commis- 
sioner Collins. ‘‘It is in immediate need of 
water. We've done you people $75,000 worth 
of work in the county that you’ve never 
paid for.” 

‘Who asked it done?’ asked Mr. Howell. 

“Oh, the county,’’ was the reply. “In this 
instance, the terms gfifered are very reason- 
able.’’ 

“There are too many people in town 
wanting pipes,” interrupted Mr. Howell. 

“Yes,”’ stated Mr. Campbeh, “‘let’s look af- 
ter residents in the various wards, particu- 
larly the first and the fifth.” 

“It's an absurd proposition,’’ said Mr. 
Harman. “The city already pays four-fifths 
‘of the taxes of the county. Now, we are 
asked to. pay $3,000 or $4,000 that we havent 
even got.” 

Mr. Campbell moved to refer the whole 
matter to the water commissicners and 
the waterworks and finance committees. 
The measure took that direction.

The report of the city comptroller showed 
that warrants had been drawn upon the 
comptroller since the last session of coun- 
cil amounting fo $38,315.15. 

Would Not Change It. 


A month ago Mr. Hirsch introduced an 
audience taking out of the hands of the 
city clerk the appointing power of the clerk 
of the recorder’s court and placing it with 
the police commission. It was proposed 
to reduce the salary of the official in ques- 
tion from $75 to $60 a month, the amount 
to be taken from the appropriation to the 
police department. The ordinance commit- 
tee to which the matter was referred re- 
turned an adverse report yesterday, which 
was sustained.

There 
are others who do not  betieve that he 
should have been found guilty without a 
recommendation to mercy. 

It is safe to say that the jurors, despite 
the grave responsibility that was thrust 
upon them, felt an interest outside of 
their sworn duty in the matter. [t is a 
fact that after the trial this interest, felt 
by them, did not disappear. On the Sun- 
day following the trial there were five 
members of the jury at Westwood park, 
where they went over the ground that has 
figured in the case. They attempted to 
follow the tracks as the map at the trial 
placed them on the scene. The other mem- 
bers of the jury, so it is said, visited the 
grounds singly. 

In connection with the jury, there is a 
very interesting story that comes from the 
inside. One of ‘the jurors was a negro, A. 
L. Morrison. He was one of the old-time 
negroes, and as such was thoroughly deco- 
rous in his behavior and as humble as 
could be. He was, under the law and as a 
member of the jury, an equal of all the 
other jurors, and was entitled to receive 
the same treatment they did. As a matter 
of fact, he slept in the same room, but, in- 
stead of occupying a bed, was given a 
mattress on the floor and took his night’s 
rest on a pallet. There was another dis- 
tinction drawn. At meal times the negro 
juror occupied a table to himself while the 
other eleven ate together. 

There- was nothing said as to how he 
should do, by any one, but from the be- 
ginning ‘there was a tacit understanding, 
and at no time did the odd juror raise the 
slightest objection, nor was any effort made 
by the other jurors to show that they ob- 
served and understood the distinction. 

How the Verdict Was Found. 

It fs, of course, always interesting to the 
public to know what the jury in a trial 
like Myers’s, went through in finding the 
verdict. The jury in the Myers case was, 
in many respects. a remarkable jury. 

Many people, doubtless, have had it sug- 
gested to them that the delay in finding 
the verdict was caused by the balloting. 

But there was not even what might be 
called a ballot taken. 

The time was consumed in examining, as 
a matter of duty, the pistol, the clothing, 
the books and the papers. After that, one 
of the jurors wrote down the word guilty, 
beginning it with a capital “G”’ and placing 
a period after it. 

One by one the jurors looked at it and 
nodded in the affirmative. 

There was not a single word of discussion 
as to whether or not there should be a 
recommendation to mercy. 

ow of the verdict one of the jurors 
said: 

“We understood that the responsibility, 
after we decided whether or not the de- 
fendant was guilty, would be with the 
judge, and he would have the power to 
either sentence him to life imprisonment 
or sentence him to hang. As it is, I would 
not be sorry if Judge Clark decided to send 
him up for life.”

BISHOP HAYGOOD WILL BE IN THE CHAIR 


The Appointm nt of a Missionary to the 
Hebrews to Be Considered—Several 
Changes Anticipated. 


The Methodists of Atlanta are looking 
forward to the approaching annual North 
Georgia conference, which meets in Rome 
next Thursday morning at 10 o'clock. 

It will be the twenty-eighth annual ges- 
sion of the conference. 

Bishop Atticus G. Haygood will preside 
and the deliberations of the body will be 
full of interest from beginning to end. 

The life of the Methodist minister is one 
of vicissitude and variety. He is not per- 
mitted to serve a congregation for more 
than four years and frequently has to be 
Satisfied with less. The application of the 
rule has often caused unpleasantness, 
especially in instances where a pastor has 
greatly endeared himself to his congre- 
gation, but the test of many years has 
thoroughly demonstrated its wisdom and 
the practical advantages to be derived 
from it. 

In the course of his frequent migrations 
@ pastor is often assigned to a modest pul- 
pit after he has served a more prominent 
one. He has no choice in the matter, and 
his inclination is forced to yield to a sense 
of duty. In this way the churches of the 
conference are supplied with good, able and 
thoroughly consecrated men who give their 
lives to the work independent of its salary 
and who hold themselves in readiness to 
obey the orders of the conference, how- 
ever distasteful they may be or to what- 
ever charge they may ‘be assigned. 

It is universally regretted that Rev. 
Walker Lewis, who has filled the usual 
term of service, will not return to the 
puipit of Trinity church. Dr.° Lewis is 
universally beloved in Atlanta and his 
friends are found in every denomination 
throughout the city. It is barely possible, 
though not by any means certain, that the 
conference may give him another Atlanta 
pulpit. His many friends hope that such 
a disposition of him will be made by the 
conference and that Dr. Lewis will not 
have to leave the city. 

Among those from Atlanta who will at- 
tend the conference are Revs. J. W. Heidt, 
secretary; J. B. Robins, Walker Lewis, T. 
R. Kendall, H. H. Parks, W. F. Gienn, H. 
L. Crumley, J. W. Roberts and W. R. 
Foote. In addition to the local Methodist 
ministers a large number of prominent lay- 
men will attend. 

Quite a number of important measures 
will be discussed ‘by the conference. Among 
them will be the propriety of appointing a 
special missionary to the Hebrews scat- 
iered throughout the conference. 

A Hebrew mission has been established in 
New York city and numerous conversions 
have ensued. The result of this enterpris- 
ing movement has greatly enthused the 
religious people of the country, but the 
coming conference will be the first religious 
body to give the matter consideration in 
this seetion. Rev. Herrman Warzsawiak, 
a converted Hebrew, is expected to visit 
Atlanta this winter and his views on the 
subject will be eagerly sought by the peo- 
ple of this city. 

The delegates to the conference will leave 
the city this afternoon and tomorrow. The 
railroads have arranged convenient sched- 
ules and a special rate has been secured 
for those who desire to attend.
